British Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


16 Paternoster Row, Lonpon, E. C., 
January 24, 1880. 


Raw materials keep ‘‘ going up,” but paper is 
quiet. I don’t think really that there is very 
much to congratulate ourselves upon just now. 
Paper does not rise as I would like to see it. It 
may be true that news and the commoner 
classes of printings have gone up 4d. per lb. It 
is, in fact, quite true in many instances, but I 
am afraid somehow. The atmosphere over- 
hanging our position is clouded and looks 
threatening enough. Many people, interested 
people, perhaps, say that all the spurt in every- 
thing is simply speculation. Others say it is a 
genuine return of the good feeling and confi- 
dence of the country. 

Amongst other reasons given I must give you 
one, verbatim, from my esteemed friend in 
Lancashire, who thus writes me this morning: 
‘*Some of my Lancashire friends say that the 
paper trade cannot and will not make any per- 
manent progress until after the general election, 
and that Mighty Statesman, who has done so 
much to maintain the honor and progress of his 
country is returned to power. I mean Mr. 
Gladstone.” Perhaps this is written ‘‘ sarcastic.” 
The Mighty Statesman was kicked out of Lanca- 
shire not long since at tbe general elections. 
For my part, I think the M. 8. is a good friend 
to the paper trade, especially so far as post-cards 
go. But as for “honor and progress”—well, 
they are catch phrases about election time. 

The paper trade, in my opinion, which may 
not be worth a cent, does not depend upon any 
political basis whatever. It rests with the 
paper-makers themselves, who must help each 
other to keep trade together and prices up. So 
long as the throat-cutting policy of underselling 
and jealous dealing is indulged in, paper-makers 
must expect buyers to walk round them. . 

More judgment is required in estimating 
the value of raw materials just now; the only 
paper-makers who are enjoying freedom of 
anxiety as to raw materials are they who 
bought some time ago and were content to give 
a fair price for goods. The other knowing or 
mean men, who imagined they had things all 
theirown way and would buy when it suited 
them, can’t get any stuff now at all, and if they 
could have to pay about 20 to 30 per cent. 
more for it—and ‘sarve ’em right, too.” 

You may depend upon it, all raw materials 
have a decided value at all times, good, bad or 
indifferent. Every paper-maker should fix a 
limit when his requirements are cheap. When 
that limit is reached let him secure his supply 
and not be greedy. People must live, and if a 
paper-maker can contract for 8. P. F. F. F. 
rags, say at 25s. for a year, he will do well. 
They are always worth that money in all times. 
At present they are about 28s. 6d. here, and any 
paper-maker using five tons per week will find 
out the meaning of not having secured them last 
November. 

Esparto is rather easier to-day, owing to some 
fresh arrivals. £7 is quoted for Tripoli, free on 
rail, at Liverpool. Bleaching powder, on the 
other hand, is firmer and may be quoted at £7 
5s. at Liverpool and £7 15s. for forward de- 
livery. 

There is no doubt that orders for papers are 
scarce, and it is only to be expected, if makers 
persist in their rise, wholesale agents and other 
buyers will rest upon their stocks to test the 
patience of paper-makers. It is profoundly to 
be hoped that paper-makers won’t give way and 
get intoastew. I would urge them to hang on 
to their advance “like grim death”—I believe 
that is the proper expression—and not let go of 
the temporary advantage they have already 
secured. 

Mr. Bertram (Geo. & Wm. Bertram, Edin- 
burgh,) called upon me this week on his way to 
Spalding & Hodge’s mills, at Horton, Kirby. 
He reports plenty of business and brisk trade. 
His firm have just completed the machinery of 
a millin Cuba. They have started and all is 
going on well. 

We are going to have another limited com- 
pany in the South. It is the Mendip Paper Mills 
Company (Limited). The company is formed to 
purchase the Mendip Paper Mills, land, &c., 
amounting to about twenty-sixacres. The mills 
have cost a heap of money, nearly £90,000, I be- 
lieve. At present N. B. Downing is managing, 
and will be the managing director of the new 
company. I hear most of the shares have been 
taken privately, andI hope Mr. Downing will 
find fortune kind. 

J. Emmet & Co., Bolton, have appointed 
Doggett & Co. as their London agents. 

It isdue to myself and my reputation to call 
attention to acircular which has been sent to

our mills, respecting an article which I wrote 
for THE JOURNAL. As I have before remarked, 
I always treat everybody with whom I have 
business as a gentleman. I expect a reciprocity 
of feeling naturally. If a gentleman gives me 
particulars of his business, I cannot call him a 


liar, nor can I be responsible, in any way, if he | 


happen to be one. I trust the heads of our large 
firms implicitly. If I could not, I would do no 
business. We must trust each other to a great 
extent, or else life would be unbearable. At 
present I cannotsay more about this matter, but 
as soon as the necessary explanations come for- 
ward from one side or the other I shall publish 
such details as are needful. 

Iam going upto Scotland to-morrow even- 
ing, and I hope to hear all about the mills there 
and see how things are looking. I shall not fail 
to give the readers of THe JOURNAL a full ac- 
count of any items of interest.

Suction-Box Head. 


The drawings represent a suction-box head 
controlled and manufactured by the Russell 
Paper Company, of Lawrence, Mass., which has 
been adopted in a number of mills and which is 
| an improvement on the ordinary sliding head. 
Fig. 1 is a perspective view, and Fig. 2 a section 
through the middle of it. A represents a section 
of round rubber packing, held loosely between 
two metallic heads B B and C C, the said pack- 
ing being fitted so as to slide easily in the box 
when not compressed between the heads B B 
and CC. D is a brass journal or hub, witha 
male thread fitting another thread tapped into 
the half of the head marked CC. The cylinder 
E has a brass pipe F soldered to it, and can thus 
be made as long as may be desired. It ends

Paper for weaneliel Silver and Other 
Metals. 


Anew method of preparing paper or other 
material for wrapping silver and other metals to 
prevent them from tarnishing consists in making 
a solution of oxide of zinc or oxide of lead in 
caustic soda, caustic potash, or caustic ammonia, 
and impregnating the paper, cloth, or other 
fabric and material with it by any convenient 
means, when it may be dried, and is then fit for 
use. For example, take, say, sixty pounds of 
solid caustic soda and dissolve it in enough boil- 
ing ‘water to make a solution of 20° Baumé, 
then add forty pounds of oxide of zinc and boil 
the mixture for two hours, preferably under a 
pressure of sixty pounds per inch. When 
the solution is clear it may be diluted to 10° 
Baumé, and the paper or other fabric or ma- 
terials impregnated with it. 

The object is to impregnate the paper or other 
fabric or materials with substances which will 
combine with and neutralize any sulphureted 
hydrogen, sulphurous acid, or other acid gases 
or vapors that may be present in the atmosphere, 
so as to prevent them from tarnishing silver or 
other metals that may be wrapped up in the 
paper or other fabric. The whole of the zinc or 
lead present is available to combine with and 
neutralize the sulphureted hydrogen in the at- 
mosphere without setting free any acid, and the 
soda is also free to neutralize any acid gases or 
vapors that may be present, and to prevent them 
from acting on the silver or other metal that 
may be wrapped in paper or other fabric so 
prepared. (223,814)

side of the suction-box with the pipe F, which 
carries there a hand-wheel, by which it can be 
turned. Fig. 1 shows the form of the heads of 
DandG. By turning the hand-wheel on F, and 
with it the cylinder E and head G, the hub D 
can be moved to the right or left, the plate C 
moved in or out, and the rubber packing A 
pressed tight or set free. A few turns of the 
screw loosen the packing and permit the sliding 
head to be pushed to any desired place, while a 
few turns the other way tighten the packing 
again. It can be seen from Fig. 1 that by giving 
half a turn to the head G it can be pushed out 
of D to the inside of the box. The rod or pipe 
F, instead of being an obstruction outside, can 
thus be always kept inside of the box, entirely 
out of the way. The collar H prevents the 
plate C from being screwed out altogether. The 
position of these heads can be changed quickly; 
they close tightly, and are of simple con- 


struction.

White Compound for Paper-Making. 





This is a new process for producing from kao- 
lin, bauxite, or any other of the commonly-em- 
ployed aluminous materials containing ferrous 
or ferric oxide, or both, a white compound for 
paper-makers’ use, consisting, essentially, of 
sulpfiate of alumina and sulphate of zinc, con- 
taining more or less water, bnt richer in sul- 
phate of alumina than ordinary alum, and free 
from any persalt of iron, and so neutral that its 
solution produces little or no effect upon arti- 
ficial ultramarine blue, orange mineral, the 
aniline dyes, and other colors used by paper- 
makers. 

The kaolin, bauxite, or other aluminous ma- 
terial is first to be treated with sulphuric acid 
according to any one of the usual methods for 
producing from these clays a solution of sul- 
phate of alumina containing more or less iron. 
The solution of sulphate of alumina and iron 
is allowed to settle, and the clear liquor de- 
canted into a lead-lined tank or other conveni- 
ent vessel, where it is exposed to the action of 
a suitable reducing agent to convert any 

| ferric oxide that may be present into ferrous 
| oxide, Any powerful reducing agent may be 
employed. Nascent hydrogen produced by

electrolysis or other means, sulphureted hy- 
drogen, or sulphurous acid, either set free di- 
rectly in the liquid or previously generated and 
then passed into the liquid, may be used for the 
purpose. The liquid must be subjected to the 
action of the reducing agent until all ferric salts 
present have been converted into ferrous salts. 
This accomplished, the next step in the process 
is to treat the solution with oxide of zinc, 
in order to completely saturate all free acid 
and produce a liquid that does not materially 
affect mineral pigments and aniline colors. 
This treatment can be conveniently accom- 
plished in a wooden tank or vessel lined with 
lead, supplied with a steam coil or pipe, by 
which the contents of the vessel can be heated 
without diluting the same by condensed water. 
The liquid is first heated to a temperature of 
100° Fahrenheit, more or less, and a quantity of 
oxide of zinc sufficient to produce the desired 
neutrality introduced, either in its dry state or

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moistened with water. The liquid is stirred dur- 
ing several minutes, until all or a portion of the 
oxide of zinc has dissolved. 

It now remains to test the neutrality of the 
solution. Artificial ultramarine-blue is found to 
answer the purpose well. 

The following is a convenient method: Dilute 
a few ounces of the solution to density of 12° 
Baumé, more or less, and bring to a temperature 
of 60° Fahrenheit, more or less, and place the 
same in a glass bottle or other convenient ves- 
sel. Add two or three grains of finely-ground 
ultramarine-blue and shake the bottle. If the 
blue color of the pigment is persistent, sufficient 
oxide of zinc has been employed. If, on the 
contrary, the color of the ultramarine-blue is 
affected, an additional quantity of oxide of zinc 
must be added to the liquid contained in the 
lead-lined tank and the whole again agitated. 
After the lapse of a few minutes a small portion 
of the liquid is to be again tested, as before, with 
ultramarine-blue. These alternate operations of 
adding oxide of zinc to the liquid and then test- 
ing a portion of the same with ultramarine-blue 
or other suitable test color must be repeated un- 
til the liquid is so neutral that it produces little 
or no effect on the color. As soon as this neu- 
trality is attained and the solution is evaporated 
to the density of 48° Baumé,’more or less, the 
solution is run out into shallow vessels of stone, 
metal, or wood. 

When cool the cake is broken up into pieces, 
and can be dried either by prolonged exposure 


| to the air at ordinary temperatures, or more 


rapidly by artificial heat. Finally, it may be 
ground in a mill of any suitable construction 
and packed in the usual manner, or still further 
dried after coming from the mill or crushing- 
machine. 

It is not essential, although advantageous, to 
the success of the process just described that the 
aluminous solution should be exposed to the 
action of reducing agents prior to treatment 
with oxide of zinc, as the aluminous solution may 
be first treated with oxide of zinc, and after-

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Sizing for Paper. 





A sizing which can be used in the beating-en- 
gines, and set in the usual way, or as a tub-size, 
consists in the use of caseine, either animal or 
vegetable, brought to the proper or required 
consistency by triturating with or heating a 
preper time in a saline solution of soda or 
potassa, as preferred. Borax in any proportion 
required is used, extracting the caseine from 
skimmed or skim milk by the use of acetic or 
other acids, or by the useof rennet. Then wash, 
press, or drain all that is desired, and gradually 
add the saturated solution, or dilute with tritu- 


ration or heat. (223,459)

Fires. 





G. W. Gunnis, publisher, Shenandoah, Iowa, 
has been burned out. 


At Columbia, Texas, February 6, as the 
printers were at work in the office of the Colo- 
rado Citizen, it took fire, resulting in complete 
destruction, only the job press being saved; 
fully insured. 

A fire broke out on Thursday in the block ex- 
tending from 150 to 156 Blackstone street, Bos- 
ton, and damaged the buildings and the stocks 
of the occupants from $40,000 to $50,000. Of 
this sum J. H. Hallett & Co., paper dealers, lose 
$4,000; insured. Loss on the building, belong- 
ing to the Cheever estate, $6,000; insured. 

At Augusta, Me., Friday morning, a fire 
caught in the press room of the Maine Standard 
office, in the timbers of the floor near the engine. 
It was extinguished in a short time, but a great 
amount of damage was done by water. The in- 
jury to the forms of type and material in the 
office is considerable. 


Early on Monday morning, February 2, a fire 
was discovered in the store attached to N. J. 
Medbury’s paper mill, located about one mile 
north of Mechanicville, N. Y. The flames spread 
rapidly, destroying the office and three dwell- 
ings occupied by William Ballard, Robert Sulli- 
van and John Mauld. The loss on the buildings 
and contents of store and office is estimated at 
fully $4,000. John L. Thompson & Sons, Troy 
(who own the real estate), lose $1,500; insured. 
The paper company, on goods in store, office 
furniture and mill stock, loses $2,500; insured 
for $2,000. The families saved their furniture. 
The fire is supposed to have caught from a stove 
in the storehouse. The firemen, notwithstand- 
ing the heavy wind, prevented the destruction 


of the paper mill. 


General Notes. 





The Smith Paper Company, of Lee, Mass., 
has given $300 toward establishing a free read- 
ing-room in that town. 

The employees of Wilkinson Bros. & Co., pa- 
per mill, Derby, Conn., subscribed this week 
$55.05 to the Irish relief fund. 


The delivery of postal cards during the month 
of January reached an aggregate of nearly 
37,000,000, and is the largest yet made for any 
one month. 

A meeting of the blank book trade was held 
last Monday at the Stationers’ Board of Trade 
Rooms. A resolution was adopted withdrawing 
all quotations and special price lists, except by 
those under contract, and advancing prices 10 
per cent. 

M. A. Reay & Co., being the lowest bidders, 
have been awarded the contract to supply the 
message envelopes to the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company for one year. The price has not 
yet transpired. 

The envelope manufacturers have agreed on 
an average advance of ten per cent. on prices 
ruling January 1, taking effect last Monday. 
Another advance is contemplated before a great 
while if paper continues to go up as it has. They 
are now called upon by the manufacturers to 
pay l6c. per pound for paper they bought last 
September for 104¢c. 


About 100 tons damaged papers from the ruins 
of Rice, Kendall & Co.’s late warehouse, at Bos- 
ton, were sold at auction on Wednesday, at $4.68 
per 100 lbs., dry weights,where weights could be 
ascertained on bundles, reweight, where packa- 
ges were broken. 8. Trier & Sons, of New 
York, were the purchasers. 


The Republican says: ‘‘The Bay State Paper 
Company has just received a large order from 
Australia, for a lot of paper to be shipped to 
Sydney, N. 8. W., based upon quotations made 
some three months ago. The company is em- 
barrassed to decide whether it is expedient to 
fill the order ata pecuniary sacrifice, trusting 
to the future growth of their trade in that part 
of the world, or to decline it in toto. Itis much 
to be feared that the present boom in the paper 
trade may operate to materially check, if not to 
break up, a growing export business, with which 
the Bay State Paper Company was identified at 
its earliest inception.”

Grinding Press Rolls. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

I am glad to see your correspondent ‘‘Color’s” 
articles again in the columns of THE JOURNAL, 
as I remember that his communications hereto- 
fore contained a good many valuable sugges- 
tions; but the manner he has started his new 
correspondence I hope will be improved upon in 
the future. The idea of giving some four or 
five. correspondents, all at one time, a kick, is 
quite funny. The idea also that every paper- 
maker knows, or ought to know, everything all 
at once is still more amusing. 

I would like to ask ‘‘ Color” if there is any- 
thing in the paper-making business he ever dis- 
covered ? 
others make some kind of blunders. 

I never heard of grinding press rolls with vit- 
riol during ten years of paper-making, and I 
presume there is not more than one outof a 
hundred that ever tried or heard of grinding 
rolls in the manner I described. I did not give 
my plan as an improvement upon Poole’s or 
other grinders, but simply gave the result of 
my experiment, and stated it was cheapest way 
of grinding I knew of—saving time as well as 
money. The rollsI ground now work equal to 
new ones, and their surface is just as good as 
before grinding. 

I see that W. T. claims that it injures the sur- 
face, and he also states that he once knew cal- 
enders to be ground in this way, and the result, 
of course, would not be satisfactory. Press rolls 
and calenders are two different things. If cal- 
enders are cut up by needle points, &c., and the 
surface is in a condition that the rolls need 
grinding, don’t use vitriol, unless a desire to 
make them so bad asto make it necessary to 
have them ground before using again, exists. 
Some will not make any repairs unless they are 
obliged to, and this will make necessity come to 
time. 

By grinding calenders with vitriol, every in- 
dentation or ridge will of course be acted upon 
and eaten the same as the smooth parts,thus mak- 
ing a bad job no better. Press rolls generally 
have a fair surface after they are worn, and the 
trouble is, that the centre of the rolls wears hol- 
low, and vitriol, properly applied, will not in- 
jure the surface, and will eat only where ap- 
plied, and by attention and ordinary care, as is 
necessary in doing a good job of any kind, press 
rolls, in many cases, can be put in good order in 
ashort time and at a trifling cost, notwithstand- 
ing it is not the modern way of doing the busi- 
ness. When I wroteaboutthe manner I did my 
grinding, I did not expect to hear of so many 
that had heardof or tried it, but now see it is 
not new, although I think it is new to a great 
many readers of your paper, say 99 out of 100.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary 
situation was without essential change during 
the past week. The rates for call loans ranged 
from 3 to 6 per cent., and at intervals the de- 
mand was active at the higher figure. The 
heavy imports necessitate the payment of large 
amounts of money into the Treasury each week 
for Customs duties, and the market is tempo- 
rarily deprived of the use of this capital. Should 
the Treasury succeed this week in purchasing 
the $11,000,000 bonds for the sinking fund, the 
market would be benefited to this extent, but in 
any event bigh rates of interest are not looked 
for at present, as currency continues to flow 
steadily from the West and South to this point. 
The demand for speculative purposes, for the 
time being, is also considerably reduced by the 
comparative dullness'of the share market. 
Prime mercantile paper was quoted at 5@51¢ 
per cent. 

Government bonds were active, and the 
market exhibited great strength. The feature 
of the dealings was the new 4’s, which advanced 
nearly 1 per cent. The investment inquiry con- 
tinues active, and all the issues were in brisk 
request at the higher range of quotations. At 
the close a slight reaction ensued on advices 
from Washington to the effect that an early re- 
sumption of refunding operations was probable 

The dealings in railroad mortgages were large 














and well distributed, and, in many issues, the 
prices reached were the highest recorded for a 
long time past. 

Foreign Exchange was firm and rates were 
marked up. Actual business did not, however, 
respond to the advance, and concessions were 
made on the posted rates of 1@1}c. for long 
and 14@l¢c. for short sight. The market 
closed firm in tone, but without alteration in the 
posted rates.

“The larger sizes are and have been actively 
called for, but the weather unfortunately was so 
unusually mild that it was impossible to have 
the demand for domestic sizes equal the small 
quantity that was available. As for prices, we 
deem it probable that they are somewhat better 
than before the opening of the month of Feb- 
ruary, say from l5c. to 25c. per ton, according 
to the quality of the coal offered. This same 
question of quality is an important one, that 
many dealers overlook apparently, in their 
eagerness to bite at a low-priced coal. There 
are plenty of standard coals that are sold low 
from certain reasons at times, but when the de- 
mand quickens at all, they respond first, while 
the other low-priced coals always stay down un- 
til there isa grand boom to help them along. 
We hear of more coal selling to-day at higher 
rates than there was during the low-priced era; 
that only proves the truth of the statements 
heretofore made that coal is worth more money 
than it is sold for, and with proper restriction 
prices can be made satisfactory to the operators 
and shippers at any time. The retail trade are 
better satisfied when prices are well maintained 
at wholesale, and there is no use trying to ignore 
the influence of this influential body of men, for 
the strongest tone that was attained by the 
boom in coal last fall was imparted by the action 
of the retailers in putting up their prices.” Quo- 
tations of Lehigh Coal at New York shipping 
points are: Lump, $4; Broken, $3.60; Egg, $3.60; 
Stove, $4, and Chestnut, $3.75.
